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Jobless No. 1 
U.S. Problem, 
Kennedy Says

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Kennedy reported to Congress to- 
day that unemployment, "our No. 
I economic problem," is wasting 
lives and unrealized production 
that could materially increase the 
nation's living standards. 


The President said the economy 


is growing steadily more efficient 
but is progressively 
failing to 


supply the jobs to occupy a fast- 
expanding population and work 
force. 


"We cannot accept this situa 


tion," Kennedy said in again urg- 
ing on his tax cut proposals and 
other programs advanced to spur 
economic growth and job expan- 
sion. 


"It is within our power to take 


these steps, ("he said,") to con- 
summate an achievement of such 
magnitude as to mark this decade 
for all time in the history of hu 
man progress." 


Kennedy submitted his message 


to Congress along with a compre- 
hensive Labor Department inven- 
tory of manpower resources and 
their utilization since World War 
II and forecasts of what is likely 
to happen in the future. 


At the rate th eeconomy is go- 


ing, 
he said, unemployment will 


rise by 1967 to 5.5 million, or 7 
per cent of the work force. 


Among other things, the Presi- 


dent reported: 


--In the 15-year period 1947-62, 


the labor force increased 21 per 
cent but employment increased 
only 17 per cent, with consequent- 
ly rising unemployment. 


-Nonfarm employment rose an 


average 900,000 a year in the 1947- 
57 decade, but since then has 
been rising less than 500,000 •• a 
year, or as Kennedy said, at a 
rate ' 'not nearly enough. to keep 
UP-" 


In 1962 alone, time. lost—be- 


cause of average 4 million unem- 
ployment and because some 2." 
million workers wanted.'full-time 
employment but found only part 
time work—amounted to. a waste 
of 1 billion potential work days 
Kennedy said this was equivalen

Killed Time, 
Work Piled Up 


LITTLE 
ROCK 
(AP) — The 


veek of atonement is upon the 
Arkansas Legislature. 


In this, the final week of the 


cgislativc session, legislators will 
iay with good, old-fashioned hard 


work, for the, Icisurelyi pace they 
et for-themselves earlier in the 
session and the long, drawn-out 
debates which could have been 
avoided. 


They' will also view the monster 


vhich they created — a massive 
pile of bills on which action is 
needed before the session is con- 
cluded. 


Because of the massive backlog 


of bills, it is quite likely that some 
of the minor proposals will suffer 
The legislators seem to find time 
;o| act upon the important bills, 
regardless of the situation. 


But two proposals which could 


jring more controversy remain. 
These arc the voters registration 


jl and insurance investment. 
Tlic House has registration bills 


Perry County Rep. Paul Van 


Dalsem and Benton County Rep. 
Hardy Croxton under considera- 
tion: It has argued over these 
bills for hours over a period of 
weeks but has not come close to 
getting either to a vote. 


In addition, the House will have 


a chance to pass a simple regis- 
tration bill passed by the Senate 
Friday. The Senate bill would set 
up registration along the lines now 
followed in the poll tax registra- 
tion system. 


The basic difference in the two 


House bills is that Croxton wants 
a bill requiring each voter to reg- 
ister for himself but without a 
party loyality and literacy re- 
quirements. 
Van D a.l s e m is 


strongly ;in favor of both the loy- 
ahtyi clause and the literacy tests 
but he wants to permit near rela- 
tives to register for the voter. 


The next move in the insurance 


investment fight probably will be 
n^i'efforl to push a punative bill 
through 
the Senate' after 
the 


House defeated a compromise bill. 


The punitive bill would require 


life insurance companies to invest 
in Arkansas 50 per cent of the tot- 
al reserves in their Arkansas pol-* 
icies or lose the right to do busi- 
ness in the slate. The compro- 
mise bill would 
have 
required 


both life and fire and casualty 
companies to invest 50 per cent 
of reserves accruing after Jan. 1, 
10G3, with the penalty for non- 
compliance one-half per cent in- 
crease in the premium tax. 


Compulsory investment was a 


big plank in Gov. Orval Faubus' 
legislative program and is the 
only administration proposal 
to 


run into serious trouble. 


The punitive bill needs only 51 


votes for passage. The compro- 
mise bill, which needed 75, got 62 
last week. 


Bills to implement the gover- 


nor's $6 million construction pro- 
gram 
will probably be pushed 


through today or Tuesday. There 
has been no apparent resistance 
to any of the construction pro- 
posals 
because 
the 
money 
is 


spread around. 


Nevada to Vote 
on Hospital Tax

modern, will be the largest offset 
press in page capacity in the 
state, Hussman said. He said the 
present employes would be re- 
tained to use the offset press.

AEA Workers 
Not Eligible 
for Retirement 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-The Ar- 


kansas' Supreme Court handed 
down a sweeping decision today 
that declared employes of the Ar- 
kansas Education Association and 
The Arkansas (Negro) Teachers 
Association ineligible to partici- 
pate in the State Teacher Retire- 
ment System. 


The court also declared uncon- 


stitutional the state's former prac- 
tice of providing matching funds 
for those contributed to the retire- 
ment system by AEA and ATA 
employes. 


It directed the state treasurer 


to transfer some $18,750 in match- 
ing funds from the Employers' 
Accumulation Account back to the 
Public School fund. 


The decision reverses a Pulaski 


Chancery Court ruling on a tax- 
payer suit brought by Winston G. 
Chandler, a member of the Pula- 
ski County School Board and an 
unsuccessful 
candidate 
for 
the 


United States Senate in last sum- 
mer's Democratic primary. 


Associate justice George Rose 


Smith wrote the opinion in which 
he said: "No principle of consti- 
tutional law is more fundamental 
or more firmly established-than 
the rule that the state canaoti'' 
within the limits of due process, 
appropriate public funds to a prt» 
vale purpose.

Shot for Try 
on Life of 
DeGoulle

PARIS (AP) -Lt. Col. Jean- 


Marie Bastien-Thiry was executed 
today for leading the ambush at- 
tempt to assassinate 
President 


Charles de Gaulle last August. 


Official sources said DeGaulle 


had granted clemency to two oth- 
ers sentenced to death with Bas- 
tien-Thiry. They were Lt. Alain 
Debougrenet de la Tocnaye, 36, 
reportedly the deputy leader of 
the plot, and Jacques Prevost, 31, 
a veteran of the Indochina war 
and Die Bien Phu. 


Presumably 
their 
sentences 


were commuted to life imprison- 
ment. 


Bastien-Thiry, 35, confessed dur- 


ing his 26-day trial that he mas- 
ter-minded the assassination am- 
bush last Aug. 22. He was sen- 
tenced to death last week by a 
military tribunal. De Gaulle de- 
nied him presidential clemency. 


He was the first man executed 


for trying to kill De Gaulle. 


With his lawyers, he went to 


the office of the prison directors 
before dawn to ask that his ex- 
ecution be held up because of an 
appeal to the Council of State and 
because of the discovery in Ger- 
many of ex-Premier Georges Bi- 
dault, head of the anti-De Gaulle 
political underground. 


The maneuver failed. 
The condemned man was rushed 


with a chaplain 10 miles from the. 
prison in southern Paris along po- 
lice-lined roads to Fort D'lvry 
and the headquarters of an army 
motion picture unit. 


His body was placed in a shal- 


low, unmarked grave among those 
of other executed men in a ceme- 
tery near the fort. 


Three "other plotters, doomed in 


absentia, have not been caught. 
Eight others drew prison terms. 


Bastien-Thiry told the court he 


organized the assassination at- 
tempt in league with the Secret 
Army Organization and its politic- 
al wing, the Council of National 
Resistance (CNR). Council chief 
Bidault was spotted by West Ger- 
man police near Munich Sunday 
and was under heavy surveillance 
today. 


The young officer claimed he 


and his commandos did not intend 
to kill De Gaulle but wanted to 
kidnap him and bring him to trial 
for betraying France.

space glider called Dyna-Soar.

McNamara reportedly has strong 
doubts the space glider program 
is worth the additional $500 mil- 
lion it would take to complete it. 


McNamara and his scientists 


apparently believe the Dyna-Soar 
would duplicate work to be done 
by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration's two-man 
Gemini orbital flights. Gemini, in 
which the Air Force has a minor 
share, is closer to flight than is 
Dyna-Soar. 


The defense secretary has set 


in motion a review of the Dyna- 
Soar project and has told the Air 
Force, in effect,'to .try to justify 
moving ahead with it. 


The Air Force—which contends 


there is no comparison between 
the two projects—is mustering 
data and arguments to present to 
the tough-minded Pentagon chief.

said, "We think it is a most critic- 
al part of the national space pro- 
gram."

Soviet Spy 
Today Has 
No Profile

WASHINGTON (AP) - In this 


season of the Soviet spy —when 
the United States is espionage 
target No. 1 of Moscow—we might 
ask, "Who is a Soviet spy?" 
"What does he look like?" "Docs 
he have a profile?" 


Many people, undoubtedly, have 


a definite image of a spy—per- 
haps a good-looking, Mala Hari 
type, ready to romantically de- 
ceive, or a dire-faced fellow, In 
a long coat, racing up and down 
an alley. 


Nothing could be further from 


the truth—for the profile of a So- 
viet spy today is that he has no 
profile! By this I mean it is not 
possible to set up any composite 
picture—because he is so differ- 
ent, so varied. 


Here is his great danger to our 


national security! 


The spy may be old or young, 


man or woman, of any national 
background. He may be highly 
educated or illiterate; he may be 
a doctor, dentist, stenographer, 
military man, government work- 
er, scientist or of any trade or 
profession; 
he may be highly 


trained as a spy or a neophyte; 
he may live in a cheap boarding 
house with no money in his pocket 
or reside in a swanky home..

delphia. His contact, Klaus Fuchs 
—who furnished data about Amer- 
ica's most 
valuable secret of 


World War II, the atomic bomb 
—was a highly competent, well- 
educated scientist. Another Gold 
contact, David Greenglnss, though 
not a scientist, was in an Army 
assignment at Los Alamos which 
enabled him to sketch the lens 
mold of the atomic bomb. Then 
there was David's wife, Ruth. She 
didn't actually commit espionage, 
but she helped solicit her husband 
to do his evil work. 


A typist, a file clerk or a char- 


woman—any person who has ac- 
cess lo coveted industrial and 
scientific documents—can be valu- 
able to the Russians. 


In one instance the Soviets de- 


veloped a technical librarian in 
an industrial firm. Who else would 
have so many secrets at her 
fingertips? The Russians even fur- 
nished cameras to clandestinely 
photograph documents. 


While the FBI was investigating 


the Col. Rudolf 
Abel espionage 


case, we ran across the code 
name of "Quebec." Here was a 
Russian agent. Who was he? Our 
investigation focused on an Army 
sergeant previously assigned to 
the American Embassy in Mos- 
cow. Compromised by a Russian 
girl in Moscow with whom he had 
an affair, this man became in- 
volved in espionage. 


Then, like Col. Abel, there are 


deep-cover Soviet spies — native 
Russians, professionally trained 
in espionage, who enter the Unit- 
ed States under -false identifica- 
tion, papers. Col. Abel, . for ex- 
ample, posed as a photographer 
with .a studio on the fifth floor of 
a Brooklyn building. He was an 
ordinary-looking fellow who would 
never command a second glance 
if you passed him on the street— 
yet he was a master Soviet spy. 


After his arrest, the FBI found 


that hi.s studio and hotel room 
were virtual museums of espion- 
age 
equipment — cipher , pads, 


shortwave radios, equipment for 
producing microdols. Located also 
were containers, such as coins, 
shaving brushes, tic clasps, which 
had been hollowed out for the pur- 
pose of secreting espionage mes- 
sages. 


This lack of a standard profile 


for a Soviet spy—his apparent 
anonymity and propcnsit yto be 
of many types—increases the task 
of the FBI, 


But, 
based on our experience, 


we have learned his habits, his 
methods 
of 
operation—how 
to 


identify and countrcact him. That

Them Right

They're off — Gallant Joe broke 


in front followed by Sassy Sue — 
Effivez going around by the Club 
House turn — Snssy Sue moving 
up taking the lead — Gallant Joe 
second followed by Effivez — Ef- 
fivez moving up fast on the out- 
side. They move up and change 
positions fast in a horse race and 
the third horse may get to be the 
first horse — but the "Voice in 
the Sky" calls them correctly from 
the time they arc on the track 
until they round the turn into the 
home stretch. When the voice cuts 
at the end of the race the judges 
take over. 


I met the Voice in the Sky re- 


cently and I have never heard any 
Southerner talk that fast before in 
all my life. Frank Ashley is a 
Mississippian by birth but he has 
lived in many states. He and his 
wife maintain a home in Hot 
Springs and they return after his 
racing season each year to spend 
a few weeks relaxing, fishing, and 
hunting for as he says, There is 
no better place." 


At the recent Press dinner I had 


lunch with Frank and decided this 
man's unusual vocation and his 
ability to do it would fascinate 
others as it did me, 


Ashley has come a long way 


since that day in the early thirties 
when he asked to go up and try 
out for announcer at Hawthorne 
Track in Chicago when he heard 
that the present one planned to 
leave and go in the chicken bus- 
iness. Frank had talked on micro- 
phones, but the two other men try- 
ing out were radio specialists. One 
man tried before Frank but the 
third man never got a look as the 
owner said, "Ashley you stay up 
there" and as Frank says, "I've 
been up there ever since." He's 
called nine Kentucky Derbies and 
has been the Voice in the Sky at 
different parks all over the coun- 
try including Chicago, 
Detroit, 


Lexington, Louisville, Cincinnati, 
Hot Springs and others. 


Frank's interest on the track be- 


fore this was as a jockey's agent, 
but horses have always been a 
part of his life as his father was 
a blacksmith. He said, "I used to 
hold the nose twister on farm 
horses long before I knew what a 
thoroughbred was." 


When I asked Ashley how he 


calls the horses . . . how he can 
remember each one as they go 
racing by . . . can identify cor- 
rectly and tell it at the same 
moment as thousands listen for his 
words . , . he answered without 
hesitation. "It's all clone smoothly 


'Like silk'—I memorize them as 


they parade to the post — the 
jockeys — I never look at the 
numbers on the horses. I rely on 
the 'silks' "— then, he added, "I 
determine horses by the colors of 
the riders but if there are five red 
jackets I have to look at horses 
too. When colors are similar I i 
spot blinkers, or the bandages on 
a certain horse or some difference 
I note." Than he explained hosv'
